Official Accused 
of Downloading 
Child Porn

72-year-old Village of Greenport zoning 

board member was arrested on March 
24 after investigators allegedly found child 
porn on computers in his home, federal au- 
thorities said. 

Magistrate Judge Arlene Lindsay set bail 
for David Corwin at $300,000 following his 
initial appearance on child porn charges at 
Central Islip federal court. He was also or- 
dered to remain under house arrest, required 
to wear a location monitoring 
devise, prohibited from using 
Instagram, and had to turn 
over all electronic devices, 
among other restrictions. 

“I believe that the risk 
here has more to do with 
his use off computers than 
his risk of flight,” Lindsay 
said. 

A Suffolk County police 
detective assigned to the Child Exploi- 
tation and Human Trafficking Task Force de- 
termined that a computer with an IP address 
registered to Corwin had logged onto a web- 
site that hosts child porn, according to court 
documents. 

When an FBI agent knocked on his door on 
March 18, he allowed the investigator to view 
the computers, which had on them multiple 
videos of adults engaging in sex acts with 
children, authorities alleged in the court 
documents. 

Megan Farrell, the Assistant U.S. Attorney 
for the Eastern District of New York pros- 
ecuting the case, said that when investigators 
executed a search warrant at the suspect’s 
Main Street home, in addition to computers 
containing “large amounts” of pornography, 
they also found 15 marijuana plants growing 
in the basement. 

Defense attorney Randi Chavis said Cor- 
win’s brother, who lives in Alaska and is 
co-owner of Corwin’s house, which they in- 
herited from their parents, agreed to put the 
house up as collateral to secure bail. 

The arrest comes a month after a Town of 
Southold worker and Boy Scout leader was 
charged with possession of child porn. 

Corwin faces up to 20 years in federal pris- 
on, if convicted. Greenport village officials 
did not respond to a request for comment.

Hamptons School Teachers Bullied 
Billionaire’s Son, $10M Lawsuit Claims

ast Hampton private school teachers gave 

whiskey to students while traveling abroad, 
bullied one student who’s a billionaire’s son, and 
forced the student to switch schools, the boy’s fam- 
ily claims in a lawsuit against the school. 

Stefan Soloviev, one of America’s top 100 land- 
owners, and his son, Hayden, filed suit on March 
23 in Suffolk County court seeking $10 million in 
damages from the nonprofit Ross School for neg- 
ligence, breach of duty and emotional distress, 
among other claims. 

“What happens on the glacier, stays on the 
glacier,” one of the teachers, Sinead Quinlan, 


allegedly said while leading the children in a 


toast with the whiskey after touring Patagonia, 
the sparsely populated tip of South America in 
March 2020. 

“Someone tells your child, ‘what happens at 
school stays at school,’ that’s not a trusting envi- 
ronment and under no circumstances should these 
teacher-chaperones or the school permit this type 
of conduct,” said Glenn Spiegel of Becker & Polia- 
koff, who represents the plaintiffs. “It shouldn’t 


have happened and should never happen again.” 

Hayden, who was in the 11th grade at the time, 
alleged that the teachers later berated him until 
he turned over access to his school-sanctioned so- 
cial media account that was used to document the 
class trip. The teenager felt so uncomfortable with 
the teachers’ conduct that he returned home early 
and reported the incident to the administration, 
which refused to disclose the outcome of its inves- 
tigation, the lawsuit alleged. The student felt so 
ostracized that he instead rolled in public school, 
where he is expected to graduate this spring. 

Head of School William J. O’Hearn, III and 
Dan Weiner, an attorney with the Manhattan- 
based law firm of Hughes Hubbard & Reed who 
is defending the school, released a statement in 
response. 

“While the school takes seriously any assertion 
of misconduct — whether it be by students, teach- 
ers or administrators — it is confident that the So- 
lovievs’ claims of damages in this case are without 
merit,” the statement read. “Far from being ‘forced 
to unenroll’ at the school, Hayden Soloviev and 
his father freely elected to have him attend East 
Hampton High School for his senior year.”

The zones are part of a plan to deploy 30 gigawatts 
of offshore wind in the United States by 2030 to gen- 
erate enough energy to power more than 10 million 
American homes for a year, as well as avoid 78 mil- 
lion metric tons of CO2 emissions. 

Fishing industry groups were skeptical of the plan 
and its inclusion of $1 million to study the effects of 
offshore wind farms on fisheries. 

“Where's our roadmap to not completely stomping 
out one of our main sources of food production and 
our main source of jobs in coastal communities?”

The proposal comes after the New York State 
regulators recently approved a plan to run through 
Wainscott the cable from an offshore wind farm off 
the coast of Montauk.

That project is pending 
federal approval. 


Southampton Village Airs 
Police Chief Contract Negotiations

he Village of Southampton is negotiating its 

contract with its village police chief, who is one 
of the highest paid local law enforcement command- 
ers in the region. 

Southampton Mayor Jesse Warren said that 
Southampton Village Police Chief Thomas Cum- 
mings makes $441,945 annually, including $238,930 
in base pay, perks and benefits for leading a depart- 
ment of 30 officers. 

“We want to treat all of our employees well and 
recognize their service and dedication to the village 
while at the same time balancing our fiscal respon- 
sibility to our residents and taxpayers,” Warren told 
the village board at its March 11 meeting while mak- 
ing the unusual move of airing the details of the on- 
going negotiations. 


Vincent Toomey, an attorney who was tapped 
to consult the board on the negotiations, said that 
while Cummings may be among the top earners, 
there are some other police chiefs who make more in 
even smaller municipalities. 

Part of the reason for the chief's large paycheck 
is he’s been with the department for more than 30 
years, accruing longevity pay along the way. Once 
he retires, he’ll be owed more than $503,000 for 
unused time off and more than $737,000 in post- 
retirement benefits. 

“Perhaps the most egregious thing is that the 
previous administration inserted an evergreen or 


perpetuity clause into his most recent contract, basi- 


cally making him chief for as long as he wants to be,” 
Deputy Mayor Gina Arresta told the board. 
Cummings could not be reached for comment.

The governor announced that vaccine eligi- 
bility will be universal for all, aside from those 
under 16, for whom the vaccines are still being 
tested, via a news release. The announcement 
comes after President Joe Biden requested that 
all states open eligibility for all by May 1. 

“Today we take a monumental step forward 
in the fight to beat COVID ... well ahead of the 
May 1 deadline set by the White House,” Cuomo 
said in a statement. “As we continue to expand 
eligibility, New York will double down on mak- 
ing the vaccine accessible for every community 
to ensure equity, particularly for communities of 
color who are too often left behind.” 

Though the supply of vaccines still does not 
meet the public’s demand for them, New York 
and local governments, including Nassau and 
Suffolk counties, in partnership with health or- 
ganizations, have set up the capacity to vaccinate 
thousands of people per day at mass vaccination 
sites and smaller, pop-up vaccine sites within 
communities.

Along the 
sidewalk behind them was the snow 
fence that kept people from sneaking 
in without paying, and as I waited in 
line to pay the fee, I saw that 50 feet 
further down, some boys were sneak- 
ing in at a break they had made in the 
fence. When I pointed this out to them, 
one of them said, “Just mind your own 
business, we know what we're doing, 
thank you very much.” 

A few years later, I wrote about an 
encounter the LVIS had with a man 
who owned a souvenir shop on Main 
Street. Inside, but visible from the 
window of his store, was a life-size

poster of a 300-pound, full-frontal na- 
ked woman. It was to be taped to your 
refrigerator door, the owner told me 
when I asked. You'd come down for a 
midnight snack, see this lady, and with 
a start, run back upstairs. 

The LVIS, keeping vigilant on what 
could be seen through store windows 
— no big signs, not even a SALE sign, 
no neon — had stopped in to visit the 
owner and tell him it would not go well 
with him if he left it up. 

Replying sharply, the owner, a lib- 
eral from Greenwich Village, said he 
had freedom of speech, this poster was 
art and he would not take it down. So 
up it stayed. The matter went to court. 
A trial was scheduled. But then the 
owner died of a heart attack. Served 
him right, people said. 

Today, the LVIS sells secondhand 
clothing, books and furniture out 
of the mansion they saved on Main 
Street. The shop reportedly takes in 
between $60,000 and $100,000 a 
month.

wo weeks into the coronavirus 

lockdown in March 2020, as New 
Yorkers underwent a collective crash 
course on surviving a 100-year global 
pandemic, a delivery arrived at CNN 
anchor Chris Cuomo’s Southampton 
home. A top aide in the New York State 
Department of Health, reports say, 
brought a then-hard-to-secure CO- 
VID-19 test, courtesy of the broadcast 
journalist’s older brother, Gov. An- 
drew Cuomo. 

The Cuomo Prime Time host an- 
nounced on his show March 31, 2020 
that he tested positive, and continued 
broadcasting from his basement to 
much fanfare, including appearances 
on the governor's then-daily, Emmy- 
winning news briefings. But a year 


later, that virus test — and the laws 
possibly broken to make it happen — 
has joined the snowballing number 
of accusations of misconduct the New 
York State Assembly’s judiciary com- 
mittee is investigating amid another 
maelstrom that hasn’t enveloped The 
Empire State.in a century: impeach- 
ment hearings questioning the gover- 
nor’s deeds. 

“While the Assembly investigation 
will look into those allegations, the 
committee’s primary focus remains 
an investigation into issues related to 


sexual harassment, the nursing homes - 


and bridge safety,’ Assemblyman 
Charles Lavine (D-Glen Cove), who 
chairs the committee overseeing the 
gubernatorial impeachment proceed- 
ings, says of the tests. 


The bridge inquiry eyes whether the 


administration glossed over potential 
structural concerns with the con- 
struction of the nearly $4 billion Ma- 
rio M. Cuomo Bridge, which replaced 
the Tappan Zee Bridge and is named 
for the governor’s father. The sexual 
harassment allegations — from eight 
women as of press time, including cur- 
rent and former aides to Cuomo — are 
also being investigated by New York 
State Attorney General Latisha James’ 
office. And the claims that the gover- 
nor’s team deliberately undercounted 
the state’s nursing home death toll are 
additionally targets of federal probes. 
The governor has bucked calls to re- 
sign. 

If true, the allegation that the gover- 
nor fast-tracked virus tests for friends, 
family, and others raises the question 
of whether he or his staff violated state

laws against public officials granting 
such favoritism. State law prohib- 
its government officials from using 
“his or her official position to secure 
unwarranted privileges or exemp- 
tions for himself or herself or others, 
including but not limited to, the mis- 
appropriation to himself, herself or 
to others of the property, services or 
other resources of the state for private 
business or other compensated non- 


- governmental purposes.” 


The Albany Times-Union first re- 
ported the allegations that the gov- 
ernor prioritized COVID-19 tests for 
VIPs on March 24. The Washington 
Post further revealed on March 29 
that extra resources were dedicated 
to the governor's little brother. Both 
newspapers cited anonymous sources 
and reported that state Troopers 
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rushed tests to The Wadsworth Cen- 
ter, the state health department’s lab 
in Albany, in some of the allegedly pri- 
oritized cases. 

“Among Cuomo relatives, Chris 
Cuomo’s family received attention that 
appeared to go beyond that of oth- 
- ers, receiving multiple visits at their 
Hamptons home from Department of 
Health physician Eleanor Adams, ac- 
cording to two people familiar with 
the visits,” the Post reported. 

Dr. Adams, an epidemiologist, was 
promoted in August to special advi- 
sor to State Health Commissioner Dr. 
Howard Zucker a month after the state 
released a report on nursing home 
data in which she was the lead author. 
She was accused in March of helping 
edit out of that report the true death 
toll statistics that nearly 10,000 nurs- 
ing home patients died of COVID-19, 
as opposed to the 6,432 the adminis- 
tration had acknowledged at the time. 
“The recent reports alleging there 
was preferential treatment given for 
ID-19 testing are troubling,” a 
ol esman for the state attorney gen- 

eral’s office said in a statement. “While 
we do not have jurisdiction to inves- 
tigate this matter, it’s imperative that 
[Joint Commission on Public Ethics 
(JCOPE)] look into it immediately.” 

State Senate Minority Leader Rob- 
ert Ortt (R-Erie County) agreed, and 
‘filed a formal complaint with JSCOPE 
the day after the news broke. 

“Tt does not take a stretch of the 
imagination to see a clear connection 
between Gov. Cuomo using his official 
position as the head of state govern- 
ment and the unwarranted privileges 
provided to his own family members 
and close associates,” Ortt wrote. “Ob- 

_ viously, while these actions would be 
egregious during normal times, they 
are particularly unconscionable be- 
cause they occurred early on during 
the pandemic, at a time when testing 
was in short supply and high demand.” 

But the Cuomo appointees who run 
JSCOPE are unlikely to investigate the 
governor, critics have said. The gover- 
nor’s office denied the testing allega- 

’ tions. 

“We should avoid insincere efforts 
to rewrite the past,” Cuomo spokes- 
man Richard Azzopardi said in a 
statement. “In the early days of this 
pandemic, when there was a heavy 
emphasis on contact tracing, we were 
absolutely going above and beyond to 
get people testing.” 

Those efforts included “in some in- 
stances going to people’s homes — and 
door to door in places like New Ro- 
chelle — to take samples from those 
believed to have been exposed to CO- 
VID in order to identify cases and pre- 
vent additional ones,” the statement

added. Among those assisted, “were 
members of the general public, includ- 
ing legislators, reporters, state work- 
ers and their families who feared they 
had contracted the virus and had the 
capability to further spread it.” 

CNN also downplayed the contro- 
versy. 

“We generally do not get involved in 
the medical decisions of our employ- 
ees,” the network said in a statement. 
“However, it is not surprising that 
in the earliest days of a once-in-a- 
century global pandemic, when Chris 
[Cuomo] was showing symptoms and 
was concerned about possible spread, 
he turned to anyone he could for ad- 
vice and assistance, as any human be- 
ing would.” 


Chris Cuomo had conducted a se- 
ries interviews — which some critics 
called gentle or even comical — on 
CNN with his older brother during 
the pandemic. But after the nursing 
home and sexual misconduct scandals 
broke, the network said its conflict-of- 
interest policy meant that Chris Cuo- 
mo could not report on the governor. 
The anchor has remained silent on the 
testing allegations. 

The CNN host’s test came at a piv- 
otal time in the first wave of the coro- 
navirus pandemic. The U.S. Centers 
for Disease Control was processing 
all COVID-19 tests in Atlanta until 
February 29, 2020, when the state 
got approval to perform tests at the 
Wadsworth lab. Nine days later, after

calls grew louder to expand testing, 
the U.S. Food & Drug Administration 
approved private hospitals to perform 
tests. The first drive-through test site 
on Long Island opened at Jones Beach 
State Park on St. Patrick’s Day — the 
same day restaurants were ordered to 
serve takeout only for three months 
amid statewide stay-at-home orders. 

It wasn’t until months later that 
tests became more widely available 
to the general public. Chris Cuomo 
acknowledged as much on CNN while 
discussing his case in a segment that 
aired two days after he was diagnosed. 

“We're so far behind on testing,” 
he told Anderson Cooper. “We're tell- 
ing ourselves these lies on testing. 
We're nowhere near where we need 
to.be and we're not going to be in this 
wave.” 

The governor has also acknowl- 
edged that his family sought his help 
with testing. 

“I knew we were in trouble when 
four of my family members called 
asking how they could get tested,” the 
governor wrote in his book, American 
Crisis: Leadership Lessons from the 
COVID-19 Pandemic, which Crown 
Publishing Group has halted reprints 
and promotions for following Cuo- 
mo’s cascading scandals. 

And that trouble appears to have 
landed right on the doorsteps of the 
governor’s mansion and Chris Cuo- 
mo’s Southampton home.

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‘LeBron James of Short Selling, Neighbor Both 
Unload East Hampton Homes for $60M

he first quarter of 2021 has not even closed yet 
and already we are seeing what could be some 
of the highest-priced Hamptons home sales of the 
year—and two of them are neighboring properties. 

Topping the list so far are two $60 million ocean- 
front trades on properties off of East Hampton’s 
famed Further Lane, while a waterfront estate in 
Wainscott, last asking $56 million, is in contract. 

Billionaire investor James Chanos sold his three- 
acre property at 70 Further Lane for $59.5 million 
on February 5, according to the deed transfers 
this month, in what appears to be an off-market 
transaction. More recently, an oceanfront house 
next door at 30 Spaeth Lane, originally listed 
for $72 million, sold for $60 million, Hamptons 
Market Data reported. The last asking price was 
$67 million. 

Listed with Peter Turino and Christopher 
Burnside of Brown Harris Stevens, the deal for 
the 7.7-acre property with a six-bedroom, five- 
bathroom house—that some may say is a tear- 
down—closed on March 15. We hear Turino and 
Burnside are involved in the sale of Chanos’ 
property, as well. 

Brown Harris Stevens declined to comment. 

Chanos is the founder of Kynikos Associates, 
a firm specializing in short selling, perhaps best 
known for predicting the collapse of Enron. He’s 
been dubbed the “Darth Vader of Wall Street,” the 
“Catastrophe Capitalist” and the “LeBron James of 
short selling.” 

A feud with another hedge-fund neighbor, over 
actual hedges, made tristate area headlines in 
2007. The hedges lined a path to the beach that 
also separated Chanos’s property from that of 
Marc Spilker, a Goldman Sachs managing 
director, The New York Post reported at 
the time. It led to him sending a some- 
what famous email to Spilker and his 
associates at Goldman Sachs over 
Spilker’s alleged sense of entitle- 
ment. 

“I hope this is not a harbinger of 
how other Goldman senior executives 
may act when the markets become ‘just 
not lucrative enough for us!’” he wrote. 

ABC reported in 2009 that Chanos paid $2.6 
million for his home in 1991—not a bad return con- 
sidering the $59.5 million selling price. The buyer 
remains unknown as he or she was shielded under 
an LLC called 70 Further Lane Holdings. 

The midcentury modern home at 30 Spaeth Lane 
had belonged to the estate of June Noble Smith 
Larkin Gibson, the Life Savers candy heiress, ac- 
cording to an article in The Wall Street Journal 
when the home went on the market in August of 
2020.

Gibson, whose father, Edward J. Noble, founded 
not only the candy company but the television 
network ABC, died in June at the age of 98. She 
owned the midcentury modern home since the 
late 1960s. 
According to the WSJ, the home was built 

around 1955—and may be considered a 
teardown—for the late Otto Lucien 
Spaeth and his wife Eloise Spaeth, 
prominent art collectors where the 
small road, off of Further Lane got 
its name. Architects George Nelson 
and Gordon Chadwick, who was said 
to be a protégé of Frank Lloyd Wright, 
designed the shingle-style house with 
“an unusual undulating shingle wall on the 
rear side,” according to the Brown Harris Stevens 
listing at the time. 

It is worth noting that 290 Further Lane, fur- 
ther east toward Amagansett, sold at the end of 
December 2020 for $57 million, in what turned 
out to be the third priciest sale of 2020. 

Another high-end property, Burnt Point, most 
recently listed for $56 million with Bespoke Real 
Estate, is also in contract, WSJ reported. Bil- 
lionaire former pharmaceuticals entrepreneur 
Stewart Rahr’s waterfront estate on a private 


peninsula at 38 Mathews Lane was first listed for 
$95 million in 2015, with several price reductions 
over the past six years. 

The 25,000-square-foot Gambrel-styleman- 
sion, custom designed by Francis Fleetwood, 
sits on 25 secluded acres on Georgica Pond, and 
boasts sweeping water views on three sides of 
the pond, as well as the Atlantic Ocean in the 
distance. Built in 2000, the home, with interior 
architectural details by Brian O’Keefe and the 
interior design work of Marjorie Shushan, has 
been featured in Architectural Digest. There 
are eight bedrooms, 10 full and four half bath- 
rooms, and a separate guest wing, connected to 
the main house by an interior breezeway of Cots- 
wold stone. 

There are also several garage structures, such 
as a heated four-car garage on the lower level of 
the main home, and two garages house mechani- 
cal systems connected to the main home through 
underground tunnels. 

The expansive grounds include a private dock, 
waterside pool with spa, gazebo, a sunken tennis 
court with a viewing pavilion and a professional 
greenhouse complete with a potting room. 

Rahr has owned Burnt Point since 2005, when 
he purchased it for approximately $40 million.

ulianne Moore and her director 

husband, Bart Freundlich, have 
finally sold her cottage on Fort Pond 
in Montauk for $2.85 million, six 
years after first listing it for $3.5 mil- 
lion. 

The deal for the three-bedroom, 
one-bath home on Second House 


Road closed on February 5, the deed 
transfers this week revealed.

Oscar Contenders to Screen for Soft Opening

rom the 2016 fire that burned 

down its iconic facade to the long 
funding and rebuilding process to the 
pandemic shutdown, Sag Harbor Cin- 
ema has been unable to provide the 
East End with its uniquely Sag Harbor 
filmgoing experience for far too long. 
The wait finally ends on April 9. 

This month, Sag Harbor Cinema is 
doing a long-awaited soft opening with 
an enticing slate of films scheduled for 
its first week and more screenings in 
the works for the weeks leading up to 
the official grand opening on Memo- 
rial Day weekend. 

“We're starting to show films and al- 
lowing people in, which is very thrill- 
ing,” says founding artistic director 
Giulia D’Agnolo Vallan. “But we want 
to build up to Memorial Day weekend 
when we'll have a program that shows 
everything the cinema can do. We're 
thinking of it like a crescendo!” 

Visitors to the newly redesigned 
cinema are in for a treat, as the facil- 
ity is back better than ever, boasting 
three state-of-the-art screens with 
cutting-edge digital projection, one of 
the best sound-reproduction systems 
in New York, a new café, lounge and 
other community use spaces. One of 
the most vital additions is the indus- 
try-leading HVAC and air-sanitizing 
systems that, when paired with the 
strictest possible COVID-compliance 
standards including mask use and 
pre-reserved socially distanced seat- 
ing, should provide audiences with the 
peace of mind to enjoy the moviegoing 
experience without fear of sickness. 

In addition to socially distanced 
showings, the cinema also offers pod 
screenings, which allow an entire 
screening room to be rented for the 
exclusive use of a private party up to 
10 people. For $150 per pod screening, 
the service grants access to any film in 
the current program in a private space 
that’s sterilized after each use. 

“It’s been a long and challenging 
road to get to this moment,” states SHC 
capital campaign chair April Gornik.

Sag Harbor Cinema’s soft opening 
week schedule comprises screenings 
of three stunning feature films and 
three programs of Oscar shorts. 

Launching on Friday, April 9 is 
Azazel Jacobs’ French Exit based 
on Patrick deWitt’s subversive novel 
about a recently-widowed Manhattan 
socialite who moves to Paris with her 
son and cat, which may be the reincar- 
nation of her late husband. The film, 
a national release, stars Michelle Pfei- 
ffer and Lucas Hedges. 

“The mood of the film is a comedy— 


it’s very smart, very stylish, a little 


dark,” D’Agnolo Vallan says. “I love 
the movie, and it seemed like a nice 
profile for the opening.” 

French Exit plays daily at 4:30 and 
7 p.m. The director will appear via 
Zoom for a post-screening Q&A fol- 
lowing the 7 p.m. show on April 10. 

Also launching on opening day is 


Oscar frontrunner Nomadland by 


Chinese filmmaker Chloé Zhao. The 
film follows Fern (Frances McDor- 
mand) as she sets off to explore a 
life outside of conventional society 
following the economic collapse of a 


company town in rural Nevada. 

“I think it speaks to a more univer- 
sal way of thinking about our lives and 
our humanity and what it means to be 
inside a society or outside,” D’Agnolo 
Vallan shares. “It ties into a great tra- 
dition of all-American cinema, which 
is the western, and it’s re-told from a 
completely original point of view and 
by a woman who happens to be from 
China.... It’s also visually striking, so 
I am very excited that we can finally 
show it in all its beauty and stylistic 
sophistication.” 

The three full-length Oscar Shorts 
programs cover all nominated ani- 
mated, live action and documentary 
short films, the latter being a “very 
underestimated genre,” according to 
D’Agnolo Vallan. 

“These programs are usually very 
much enjoyed by the audience because 
they pick their own favorites, and they 
try to pick which one is going to win,” 
she notes. 

Get ready to test your prediction 
skills when the Oscar winners are an- 
nounced at the Academy Awards on 
April 25. 

Finally, at 1 p.m. on April 3 and April 
4, Sag Harbor Cinema presents mati- 


nee screenings of Irish animator Tomm 


Moore’s 2020 hand-drawn, Acad- 
emy Award-nominated Wolfwalkers, 
the third entry in his Irish folklore 
trilogy, following The Secret of Kells 
(2004) and Song of the Sea (2014). The 
film follows an apprentice wolf trapper 
in the town of Kilkenny, who forms a 
strange bond with the not-so-inhuman 
creatures she is dedicated to extermi- 
nating. 

“The colors of Wolfwalkers are 
amazing! The look is very distinctive; 
it’s different from classic American 
animation. The design is so beautiful 
that is almost goes into abstract film- 
making,” D’Agnolo Vallan says, adding 
that while the film is technically avail- 
able for streaming, “It really needs to 
be re-watched or discovered on a big 
screen.” 

After a year of watching movies ex- 
clusively on televisions and computer 


- screens, that sentiment likely rings true 


for all of us, for just about every film we 
plan to see this year.

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Riverhead Welcomes ubergeek Brewing Co. 


BY DAVID TAYLOR 


O ne short month after Moustache Brewing Com- 
pany closed the doors of its Riverhead tasting 
room, the space is reopening anew as the home base 
of Long Island brew master Rob Raffa’s popular, no- 
madic brewing company tibergeek. The grand open- 
ing is set for Friday, April 2 with festivities lasting 
through Thursday, April 11. 

From home brewer to Moustache’s head brewer to 
founder of tibergeek Brewing Company in under a 
decade, Raffa has quickly cemented himself in the 
Long Island beer scene, with a loyal fanbase and 


many connections both up-island and on the East. - 


End. 

“We [iibergeek] were able to build our entire 
network, so to speak, from word of mouth from 
selling wholesale,” Raffa says, noting that many 
of his customers hail from the Islip-Lindenhurst 
area. “I had a slight reputation myself before even 
starting just from making quality beer at Mous- 
tache, and I have a lot of friends, brewers and 
beer distributor owners, who were willing to try 
my product and push it out to market. And it kind 
of resonated with customers. I feel like I’ve got 
a good pulse on what the customer wants these 
days, with respect to craft, and I think that’s kind 
of being showcased by how quickly the brand has 
established itself.” : 

After a year and a half of brewing iibergeek at 
local breweries such as North Fork Brewing Com- 
pany, Raffa reached out to Matthew and Lauri 
Spitz, owners of Moustache Brewing Company, 
where he had worked for six years, in search of 
a more permanent physical space. With a Chapter 
11 bankruptcy filed last summer, the Spitzes jumped 
at the offer, deciding to have their beer crafted else- 
where moving forward, while Raffa takes over the 
Moustache tasting rdom. 

“It’s a very unique situation, because it’s a turn- 
key coming in, which is a huge help,” Raffa 
explains. “But the main thing is that 
I’ve used that brewing system for 
years, so I was able to walk in and 
just immediately start brewing, 
knowing what I’m doing and not 
really having to dea] with any test 
batches—with everything coming 
out the way that I fully expected it 
to. Not everybody has that—I’m total- 
ly cognizant of that—and I think that’s a 
huge advantage and why we're able to flip and 
rebrand the space, get beer brewed and be open in 
a month.” 

While Raffa was eager to redesign the space to 
fit his highly consistent branding, he acknowledges 
that it was somewhat difficult to say goodbye to the 
relics from his time at Moustache. 

“It’s definitely bittersweet. There were so many 
things on the wall—memories, since Moustache 
had a lot of photos up,” he says. “It was sad to see

them go, but I’m excited to start a new chapter. The 
brand for what I’m trying to do in this space is to 
make it very evocative, very cathartic and feel like 
the space itself is moving and providing entertain- 
ment for everyone.” d 
As for the beer itself, Raffa has long had a passion 
for experimentation, and his new business model 
allows for much more of that than the wholesale 
market ever could. 
“When we were doing wholesale, we kind of had 
to stick to higher ABV beers, since those tend 
to sell better out in the wholesale market, 
so we couldn’t just jump out there and 
give people a blonde or a pilsner be- 
cause it’s a bit more risky. Now we get 
to stretch our legs a little bit and try 
less hypey styles and do them well, he 
says. “I find the most rewarding thing 
about brewing is the experimentation 
and also trying to find a way to bridge the 
gap between brewing something that is a 
full-on liquid and culinary, where you can actually 
sculpt on it and make it into a three-dimensional 
shape. So I tend to pull a lot of influence from food 
in order to give beer a little bit more depth of flavor 
and just to kind of break the mold a little bit. And 
brewing in this space definitely gives me a huge op- 
portunity to experiment a lot more and get a little 
more eccentric. It’s fun—I wouldn’t want any other 
job!” 
For the week-and-a-half-long grand opening of 


the iibergeek tasting room, Raffa has prepared a 
new 4.1% pilsner, a new IPA, a new tart, and he’s 
working on his first Cohort of Eccentric Misfits 
members-only tap, an exclusive brew inspired by 
Moustache’s Society of Fine Liquid Provisions. The 
tasting room will offer a total of 10 beers on tap in 
its opening week, cans of the brewery’s popular 
portfolio, as well as mead, cider and wine from 
fellow Long Island businesses. The Eat Me, Drink 
Me Food Truck will also be on the premises every 
day except Easter, offering incredible food to be en- 
joyed in the indoor or outdoor seating areas. 

Raffa expresses a great deal of excitement at the 
thought of connecting with his community in Riv- 
erhead—from the up-island tibergeek fans of his 
nomadic days to the East Enders who remember 
his Moustache days fondly and to the new friends 
who are sure to fall in love with his unique, eccen- 
tric brews. 

“What I like is that when we open, we’re probably 
going to have a mixing of communities,” he says. “I 
finally get to bring my beer to the locals who I’ve 
known for years, through Moustache, and a lot of 
them have already come behind me and are excited 
to call this their new home, so I think that it’s only 
going to strengthen the brand.... Even if you did go 
to Moustache back in the day, coming to the space is 
definitely going to be a new experience!”

Joseph Realmuto began his 
culinary career at the Culinary 
Institute of America. While attend- 
ing CIA in 1991, he interned and then 
worked under John Laughran at the 
River Café in Brooklyn.

Phil Ramone. “I was exposed to live 
concerts, jingles and cast albums... 
during the golden age of recording in 
the ’80s.” 

It all started with her first great 
love—music. “I’m an artist, and I had 
always wanted to be in the service of 
music somehow,” she says. “I enjoy 
electronics and science, and in this 
profession I thought, ‘I can express 
myself and make a living.” 

Her first studio engineering gigs 
were for Phoebe Snow and Dr. John. 
She soon fell into recording major jazz 
artists “because of the piano I had—a 
nine-foot Steinway in a small Upper 
East Side studio.” 

Jazz work led to work in TV and 
film. “We did all the music for 20/20 
and World News Tonight. We remade 
the theme music to Wide World of 
Sports...at one point we did every 
game show and soap opera [incidental 
music]. Then came opportunities to do 
large orchestras, the Great American 
Songbook, pop vocals and Broadway. 

“The first Broadway show I ever re- 
corded was Black and Blue. It was a 
revelation,” she says, “because I was 
presented with some of the greatest 
singers—Linda Hopkins, Carrie Smith 
and Ruth Brown—and some of the 
greatest music that spawned jazz blues 
and ultimately rock ’n’ roll.” 

After buying a house in East Hamp- 
ton in 1998, she began splitting her 
time and constantly commuting. 

“I’ve been in love with the East End 
of Long Island since I was 30, when I 
was first introduced to it,” says Dan- 
iels. “I had a small studio in my house 
and because of digital editing, realized 
I could do some of my work out here.” 

She saw “a need for film and

Last 
August, Jimmy Fallon recorded a duet 
with Dolly Parton at MonkMusic (Par- 
ton did her tracks in Nashville). Dur- 
ing the height of the pandemic, Scar- 
lett Johansson recorded a duet with 
Bono for the animated movie Sing 2 
(Bono sang his part in Ireland).

Deborah Minarik: I always tell overwhelmed 
couples to not look at the big picture in the begin- 
ning because there are many moving pieces that 
will fall into place in time. Concentrate on one thing 
at a time with the venue selection obviously being 
the first important decision that they make. Once 
that is booked, everything else is easy because they 
will now know what colors match the decor of the 
venue, where the transportation needs to travel to, 
what style flowers work at that location, etc. I also 
tell them to try and just listen to themselves on what 
they want and not the army of unsolicited advice 
that they may be getting from friends. Working with 
your family is one thing, but sometimes there are too 
many chefs in the kitchen and it gets overwhelming. 


Once you have 
a date or time of year in mind, book the venue first, 
then begin the planning process.

assover ranks as one of the most celebrated of all 
Jewish holidays by not just American Jews, but by 
Americans of all faiths. The Passover narrative chroni- 
cles the Exodus of the Israelites from Egypt and evokes 
the timeless themes of freedom, alleviating oppression 
and fighting tyranny. Benjamin Franklin found these 
biblical motifs so congruent with the American expe- 
rience that he proposed a seal of the United States de- 
picting a scene from the Exodus along with the words 

“Rebellion to Tyrants is Obedience to God.” 
It’s not the food that intrigues people to join or host a 
Passover Seder—the highly ritualized meal on the first and second 
nights of Passover. In fact, Passover food is notoriously less than appetizing. Jews 
tolerate matzah, the unleavened staple bread of Passover, which tastes only slightly 
more flavorful than cardboard. The menu—which includes horseradish, eggs, a 
ground apple paste called charoset and gefilte fish—primarily serves as a jumping 
off point for intense conversations. Matzah, for example, tastes like persecution 
and oppression, prompting us to empathize with the experience of slavery. Eating 
bitter herbs like horseradish remind us of the bitterness experienced by our ances- 
tors and by 40 million people worldwide who still endure the yoke of slavery today. 

The diverse and sometimes strange rituals elicit intense and gripping conversa- 
tions that are rarely heard at the dinner table. One interpretation of the Hebrew 
word for Passover, “Pesach,” is that it means peh-siach, the conversation of the 
mouth. This describes well the experience of Seder attendees. People relish talking 
through extended narratives, asking relentless questions, and performing rituals 
with highly symbolic items, because these are the ingredients for a conversation 
that captivates any attendee, Jewish or not. 

This is now the second year that in-person attendance at Passover Seders in 
peoples’ homes were limited by COVID. Next year, we pray that we'll all be back to- 
gether around the table talking not just about the past plagues that afflicted Egypt, 
but the once-upon-a-time COVID plague that struck the entire world.

Father Constantine Lazarakis 
assover and Easter are here. While 
many gather to share the Passover 

meal and re-tell the stories of the Israel- 
ites passing through the parted Red Sea, 
escaping the oppression of the Pharaoh, 
our national conversation is focused on 
themes of oppression and liberation. For 
Christians, this story of liberation is recast 

in the resurrection of Christ, the lamb of God, as 

God liberates humankind from death. The biblical account of the 
Israel’s odyssey from Egyptian enslavement to freedom is one of 
the most compelling in human history. And Christ’s resurrection, 
intrinsically linked to the Exodus narrative, remains one of the 


most hopeful and liberating beliefs for millions. 


Within in the Exodus narrative are some essential components 
to understanding what true freedom is, components that we need 
to embrace in this moment. Before Moses could lead the Israelites 
and confront the Pharaoh, he had to first discover and embrace his 
own identity. Remember that Moses was raised, not as an Israel- 
ite, but as a member of the Pharaoh’s household. He had to first re- 
member that he was a child of God before he could be God’s liber- 
ating force. Secondly, the oppressed Israelites had to believe—had 
to know that God would lead them out of Egypt. They knew that 
they were not strong enough on their own to escape oppression, 
but they came to believe that with God, all things are possible. 

I believe that, even amidst our lofty and tenuous pursuit of 
justice and prosperity, in many ways, we’ve lost our way. And I 
believe that we need to rediscover and embrace our identity as 
beloved children of God. I believe we need to renew our faith in 
God as our protector and advocate. Doing so might bring us a little 
more of the hope and freedom for which we so desperately yearn.

We're getting properties started for 
the season, we're starting planting 
now, we're turning on irrigation sys- 
tems, we’re cleaning up the yard, and 
we're doing some early grass seeding 
in some shady areas. On the turf side, 
we're just doing a little spot seeding 
in shady areas. The most important 
time for the grass is late summer, 
early fall. 


What should homeown- 
ers do to ensure they don’t 
run into any landscap- 


ing problems this summer? 


Constant adjustment and constant 
monitoring. That’s what keeps you 
out of trouble. You have to stay on it. 


What is the biggest mis- 
conception about landscap- 
ing that homeowners have? 
I think sometimes homeowners may 
think more is better and more is not 
necessarily better. The right amount is 
best. 


Can you talk about the 
importance of landscaping? 
It holds property value. The land- 
scape creates a ton of oxygen. It sets 
up outdoor spaces that you can go out 
and enjoy.

design to maintenance. We can draw 
you a new landscape, we can install 
it, we can maintain it. We have an in- 
teresting little company. Most of the 
work is referral. 


Anything else you want to add? 
You go with the seasons. The temper- 
ature has a lot to do with it, the soil 
temperature has a lot to do with it, the 
dew point has a tremendous amount 
to do with it. And you have to be con- 
stantly monitoring these. That tells 
you what the plants are going to do 
next, it tells you what the insects are 
going to do, it tells you when the fungi 
are going have a potential outbreak.

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Zach Erdem [| 


Owner, 75 Main of Southampton

ach Erdem grew up in Erzincan, 

Turkey, and lived there until the 
age of 21, when he decided to move to 
the United States. 

In his early teen years growing up in 
Turkey, Zach was a shepherd, waking 
up at sunrise and venturing up a near- 
by mountain with a flock of animals, 
returning home at sunset. He did this 
for four years when he became in- 
spired to make a change, and booked 
his ticket to the U.S. 

“When I was a shepherd, I took my 
animals to a different location and 
I passed by the railroad a few miles 
away from my village,” Erdem says. 
“When I was walking by the train 
tracks, I saw a newspaper on the 
ground. The front page had an image 
of New York City, and it was then that I 
realized my dream to come to America 
and New York. 

“I kept that page for years,” he con- 
tinues. “I looked at it and thought, 
‘If I don’t get there, I am going to die 
a shepherd.’ I knew that I was better 
than what I was doing, and I knew I 
could get there and be successful. I 
just needed the tools to do it.” 

Like millions of immigrants, he was 
brought here by the idea of America 
and found himself in NY. It would be 
less than 10 years until NY found him. 
Zach was without friends or family. 
When he arrived, he didn’t have so 
much as a map of the city, let alone a 
means to get around. After spending 
two days at the airport, he was asked 
to leave and boarded a bus to Grand 
Central Terminal. The bus ticket was 
$13.50, he recalls vividly. He paid it 
with a majority of the little money he 
had in his pocket, and boarded the bus 
with a singular backpack and a yellow 
pocket dictionary. Scared of the un- 
known, he arrived at Grand Central. 

“On the bus, I remember looking out 
the window and seeing the street signs 
along the highway,” he recalls. “The 
first word I learned in English when 
coming to America was ‘exit, after 
reading the parkway signs. I remem- 
ber looking it up in my yellow translat- 
ing dictionary and remembering that 
would be my first word learned.” 

After some time, he found his way 


to Southampton and with a stroke of 
luck, he arrived on Main Street. He 
went door-to-door to find his first job 
in America with the hope that it would 
give him associates and friends, not to 
mention a steady source of income. 

Erdem walked into a small res- 
taurant at 75 Main Street, which was 
owned by a kind woman who was in- 
volved in the everyday management 
of the business. He was offered a dish- 
washing position for the busy sum- 
mer season, but it was not long until 
management noticed his work ethic 
and people skills. He rose up the ranks 
from dishwasher to busser, and soon 
ended up as one of the front of house 
faces, as a server and bartender. 

After some time, he said goodbye 
to his position at 75 Main to manage 
competing restaurant Nello—a posi- 
tion he held for seven years. 

“When I heard that Nello was 
opening, I figured that I would take 
an opportunity and sent in my re- 
sume,” Erdem says. “I sent it in about 


'15 times. I decided to walk into the 


restaurant and see if I could speak to 
the manager... 

“When I walked in, I met Nello—a 
yellow-haired man who was sipping 
on a glass of rosé, quite early in the 
morning I might add,” he continues. 
“T didn’t know he was the owner, but 
he told me I was hired.... I met his 
wife, who was also from Turkey, and 
we became friends. After about a year 
and a half, he made me the manager. 
Then, I managed both his city location 
and his Hamptons location for several 


years. I put my whole heart and soul 


into my time at Nello.” 

His Nello employment came to an 
abrupt end in 2010, when he was let go 
on April 1 after a change in ownership. 
Still determined for success and more 
financially secure, Zach returned to 
Main Street. He walked the sidewalk, 
when he passed the restaurant where 
he first cut his teeth in the U.S. 

A sign on the window read “under 
construction,” when a passerby in- 
formed Zach that the location had 
shut its doors months back and many 
doubted that it would ever reopen. 
Thinking quickly, Erdem contacted 
the owner who had first hired him 
eight years earlier. After seven hours

on the telephone, and hours of forms, 
Zach purchased the restaurant from 
her. Zach began a new chapter. 

He opened the doors as soon as he 
could, welcoming the first customer 
and serving the first dish on June 11, 
2010. 75 Main was back and Zach Er- 
dem became a mainstay. 


“When I opened 75 Main, I remem-_ 


ber spending a lot of money fixing up 
the location,” he says. “I was literally 
out of money and didn’t even have 
any money for the cash-drawer on 
our first day. By 5 p.m., though, we 
were packed and the rest was history. 

“After some time, I walked across 
the street, and I sat down on the 
bench,” he continues. “I saw a line 
into my restaurant and people enjoy- 
ing themselves, and I put my head in 
my hands and began to cry. I could 
not believe that this was my restau- 
rant. A shepherd from Turkey was 
now the owner 75 Main.” 

Now, after 11 years of business, 
Erdem has become more than just a 
local restaurant owner, but a tycoon 
of sorts on the East End. He began 
a restaurant group which operates 
Blu Mar, AM Nightclub, Summer 
House Nightclub Lounge, as well as 
Harpoon House hotel. His impact on 
the Hamptons cannot be overstated, 
and his establishments are among 


the most well-regarded in the area. 


Each summer, when the city-dwell- — 


ers make their eastward pilgrimage, 
Zach’s 75 Main is at-capacity, and has 
become a fan-favorite of many A-List 
celebrities and public figures. A-Rod, 
Sarah Jessica Parker, and even Presi- 
dent Joe Biden have enjoyed dishes at 
this Hamptons institution. 

But this is the beginning, says 
Erdem, who remains committed to 
providing the best quality food and 
environments. 

“God is always watching you and 
hard work and smart work pays off,” 
he says. “My next goal is to go world- 
wide, in all of the hot spots in the 
world. Dubai, Miami, Los Angeles, 
New York City. Good restaurants are 
always making big numbers in these 
areas. This will be step-by-step, but I 
will continue to grow up.” 

In the most improbable of success 
stories, Erdem is the full embodiment 
of the American dream. He’s won 
awards, critical acclaim and, perhaps 
most importantly, popularity among 
those who call the Hamptons a second 
home. His pathway to success is only 
outshined by his personability, humil- 
ity and kindness. And after purchas- 
ing the real estate in which 75 Main 
sits in 2020, Erdem will be here for a 
long time to come.
